REMEMBERING 9/11 


NEW YORK Thousands gathered Sunday morning at 
New York’s ground zero and stood still in silence, some 
crying as they listened to the names of victims of the 
Sept. II, 2001, attacks read aloud. 

“They were our neighbors, our friends, our hus- 
bands, wives, brothers, sisters, children and parents,” 
said New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg, who, along 
with President Obama, helped lead the commemora- 
tion on the loth anniversary of the attacks. 

A moment of silence spread across New York City 
at 8:46 a.m.— the time when American Airlines Flight 
II crashed into the North Tower of the World Trade 
Center. 

After Obama read a psalm, 167 pairs of family mem- 
bers began reading the names of those who perished. 
The reading was interrupted by another moment of 
silence at 9:03 a.m. — the time when United Airlines 
Flight 175 struck the South Tower. 

Parallel commemoration ceremonies also took place 
in Washington, D.C. — where American Airlines Flight 
77 struck the Pentagon, killing 184 people— and in 
Shanksville, Penn., where passengers aboard United 
Flight 93 are believed to have thwarted a plot to drive 
the plane through the Capitol dome and eventually 
caused the plane to crash in a field.

“Friends” were on 'W. 
Fm just beginning 
to understand the awesome effect of these 
programs on my psyche, and I now blame 
them for most of my life’s failures. This 
all comes up because I let slip in front of 
my friend Elliott that I liked “Friends.” To 
mock me, he now posts links on my Face- 
book wall titled “10 Best Friends Episodes 
Ever.” ril ask him if he wants to eat burgers 
and drink beer and hell smirk and say, “Hey, 
man, how good was Triends? That Joey was 
a funny guy” 

But I don’t care! I’ll say it in front of all of 
you! I loved that show That show was funny 
When Joey came in wearing all of Chandler’s 
clothes and said, “I’m Chandler Bing. Could I 
BE wearing anymore clothes?” I laughed like 
I’d eaten mescaline. 

And yes. I’m aware how white that makes 
me sound. I’m painfully aware that the New 
York Citys inhabited by Jerry and Elaine, 
Rachel and Ross, bear no resemblance 
whatsoever to any American urban center in 
this dimension. In a decade of “Friends” I’m 
pretty sure the only black person to wander 


on to the set was Gabricllc Union as a love 
interest of Ross and Joey 

And because none of the characters 
acknowledged that Union was black, and be- 
cause in the previous eight seasons of living 
year-round in New \brk City, “the gang” had 
encountered exactly one Asian woman and 
a Brit, this worked only to make the show’s 
hyper-pale casting that much more mind- 
bending and bizarre. 

When you think about it, “Friends” was 
like this weird inadvertent commentary 
on the kind of homogeneity Americans 
subconsciously craved from their hip, urban 
'W surrogates. “Friends” was the ultimate 
30 minutes spent gorging on a feast of First 
World problems. 

Meanwhile, “Seinfeld” I pretty much 
count as having ruined my life. 'ITie plot 
centered around a funny, charming, not par- 
ticularly good-looking guy who had no real 
job but never wanted for money, spent the 
majority of his time hanging out with friends, 
and dated a never-ending buffet of beautiful 
women. Like a dumbass, I just assumed this 
is what everyone got to do. 

That this is exactly what I keep expect- 
ing— but that my life more resembles a cha- 
otic simulacrum of this— is an ever-present 
source of disappointment. 'Fhe unrealistic 
expectations set by these twin pillars of ’90s 
TV means a generation will be left wondering 
why we have not yet dated Teri Hatcher and 
had a comic debate with our friends about 
the plausibility of her breasts. 

Could I BE more psychically scarred by 
’90s sitcoms?

Speeches, events mark 9/11 here

As sirens near and far sounded in unison and 
enveloped the otherwise silent park, Marta 
Ortiz clutched an American flag and wept. 

Having not lost anyone in the attacks on 
Sept. II, 2001, the 65-ycar-old Chicago resi- 
dent couldn’t explain why the tears flowed so 
furiously during a memorial service in Hum- 
boldt Park. 

In Tinlcy Park, Ccorgctte Frank cried for a 
very different reason. 

As a red cloth was pulled away to reveal a 
steel beam from the World Trade Onter dur- 
ing a remembrance service, the Elk Grove 
Village woman wept for the destruction she 
witnessed while standing outside her New 
Jersey home and the loss her family would suf- 
fer years later. 

Watching the attacks on the towers mo- 
tivated her son, Phillip E, Frank, to join the 
Marines in 2002, Two years later, the 20 -year- 
old was killed April 8, 2004, while serving in 
Iraq. 

People throughout the Chicago area Sun- 
day marked the 1 0th anniversary of the at- 
tacks in different ways. Some ceremonies 
were somber and clouded with grief still 
evident a decade after the attacks. Oth- 
ers marked the resilience that Americans 
have shown since that devastating September 
day. 

At Little Cubs Field in Humboldt Park, 
Mayor Emanuel and Chicago Fire (Ik>mmis- 
sioner Robert Hoff, among other politicians 
and officials, spoke to the several hundred 
who gathered for the memorial service. TTie 
service, which was held at the charity softball 
game played between Blackhawks alumni and 


members of Chicago’s police and fire depart- 
ments, included the sounding at noon of the 
sirens of the ei^nes, trucks and ambulances 
in all 96 Chicago firehouses. 

Emanuel urged Chicagoans to use the 
memory of those who perished for ^"^some^ 
thing larger.” 

^‘Use that remembrance to make a further 
good and do something for your city, your 
community, your neighbors, your family, your 
country,” he said. 

Hoff, who went to Newlfbrk to assist in the 
immediate aftermath of the attacks, agreed. 
Rut he said that in the past to years, Ameri- 
cans have slipped away from the unity and 
camaraderie they showed in 2001. 

^'^9/11 — as terrible and as disastrous as it 
was — it showed what people can do when 
they want to, and that’s what we need to do,” 
Hoff said. 

At the Bears season-opening game in 
Soldier Field, sun-drenched football fans 
watched as the American flag was unfurled to 
cover the entire field. Following a moment of 
silence, fans began chanting ^^USA[ USA!” 

At the nearby Field Museum, a somber 
crowd filled the small space for the Ground 
Zero 360 exhibit. Visitors quietly surveyed 
photos of the attack and its aftermath, read- 
ing tributes to the emergency responders. A 
recording of police radio calls played over the 
visitors’ whispers. 

Among the museum crowd was Jean Mann, 
who flew to Chicago from New York on Sun- 
daymorning to attend a conference and stum- 
bled upon the exhibit. 

“I still look at the New Y)rk skyline, and it’s 
hard not to see the twin towers,” Mann said.

Police officers go 
on warrant blitz

Traveling one behind the other on a gray early 
morning through the Far South Side, three 
unmarked squad cars pulled up quietly in 
front of a two-story apartment house— one 
of dozens of similar stops Chicago police Sgt. 
Sam Dickerson and his team of eight officers 
made last week. 

This time Dickerson and the other plain- 
clothes cops, all from the gang-enforcement 
unit, were looking for a 2i-year-old man 
wanted on a misdemeanor domestic battery 
charge from October. When he answered the 
officers’ knocks on his front door, he was al- 
most immediately placed in plastic flex-cuffs, 
and the team waited for a squadron to take 
him to a nearby station. 

Although “warrant missions” are routine, 
this man was one of several hundred people 


targeted last week in a three-day roundup 
of fugitives never conducted on such a large 
scale by Chicago police, officials said. 

Dickerson’s team was among about 150 of- 
ficers from gang enforcement, the fugitive- 
apprehension unit and tactical teams from 
police districts across the city participating in 
the sweep dubbed “Operation Sunrise.” 

The immense allocation of resources — 
part of a crime-reduction strategy imple- 
mented by Superintendent Garry McCarthy’s 
administration— has been practiced by police 
in other cities, including NewTbrk when Mc- 
Carthy worked there. 

Chicago police estimated their warrant ar- 
rests are down 10 percent compared with the 
same period in 2010. But the new adminis- 
tration will look at ways to clear outstanding 
warrants.

Man paralyzed in 
CTA incident dies 

A North Side man paralyzed 
after being shot on a CTA 
bus in 1977 has died. Starling 
Young, 55, was left a quad- 
riplegic after being shot on 
a crowded bus on the West 
Side. He was pronounced 
dead at 2:30 p.m. Saturday 
at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital, according to the 
Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office.

One night in early August, while watching the 
“Colbert Report” with the sound off, comic 
book writer Brian Michael Bendis had what he 
calls a surreal moment. 

“Fm watching ‘Colbert/ and there goes our 
book up on the screen! I truly did not expect 
that,” he said. 

“The Daily Show with Jon Stewart” and 
“Conan” also joked about his comic book. The 
reason that Bendis’ “Ultimate Spider-Man” 
(a title he helped originate in 2000, since re- 
launched as “Ultimate Comics Spider-Man”) 
caught their attention is the same reason it 
caught the attention of much of the media last 
month. 

Miles Morales, a halt-black, half-Hispanic 
teenager, will be taking over the character of 
Spider-Man in the Marvel Ultimate universe, 
following the death of Peter Parker, He is set 
to make an even bigger splash in the Wednes- 
day issue. 

In the same month that M]lcs is becoming 
the star of the “Ultimate” Spider-Man title, 
DC Comics is launching the ongoing series 
“Batwing,” which features the first black char- 
acter to take on the mantle of the Bat (that is 
to say, the persona of Batman),, in stores now. 

“As wc were kicking around ideas for the 
‘New 52,’ this idea kind of leapt out at us,” writ- 
er Judd Winick said. “For one, just expanding 
the Batman family, and also having one who is 
an African, living and working in the continent 
of Africa.” 

Batwing is a member of “Barman, Inc.” a 
global extension of the Batman brand launched 
in the comics late last yean 

“Africa is kind of an untouched setting for

name, the fine folks at 25 Degrees must be 
referring to the toile wallpaper, chandeliers 
and dim lighting. 'Inhere doesnT appear to 
be propositioning of any sort taking place 
and the only significant display of flesh is 
a fishnet-clad leg printed on the comment 
card. 

But enough with such superficial distrac- 
tions. Let’s talk burgers. 

The menu offers a “craft your own” option 
in which one starts with a patty (veggie, 
turkey, ground sirloin, $7-$ 9) and adds cheese 
($2 each for splendid artisanal choices), 
sauce (perhaps garlic parmesan or tarragon 
remoulade, $1) and other extras (roasted 
red peppers, jalapeno bacon, fried egg, all $i 
each). Foreseeing these choices as a slippery 
slope to an accidental $18 burger, I turned my 
attention to the short list of signature burg- 
ers, which for a stable $12, offer pre-selected 
topping combinations that sound quite 
mouth-watering. 

The burger: Because 25 Degrees is named 
for the difference in temperature between 
a rare and well-done burger, I expected 
that my order would be precisely cooked to 
the requested doneness. My 9 -ounce patty 
ordered medium-rare was instead the reddest 
shade of barely-cooked rare. Thankfully, a 
later visit yielded a perfect medium-rare. On

both occasions, I was highly annoyed by the 
presentation, which places the lonely wax 
paper-wrapped burger on one end of a long 
rectangular platter with nothing but empty 
whiteness to keep it company (fries are 
served separately). 

The bun: The brioche bun is fluffy and 
wondrous on top, but too thin on the bot- 
tom. A juicy patty and drippy toppings com- 
press the lower bun into a wimpy wet base. 

The fixings: The Number One burger 
features arugula, satisfyingly crispy bacon 
strips, thousand island dressing and caramel- 
ized onions that could stand to be caramel- 
ized a touch more.

a soft cow^s milk cheese from Italy, is nicely 
melted around the edges but remains solid in 
the middle due to an easily fixable distribu- 
tion issue. The Number Two expertly layers

with prosciutto, pesto and roasted tomato, 
all of which manage to complement rather

Everything else: Be warned that no matter 
how high your burger price rises, it does not 
include a side.
